Already the government is un 
able to supply lands in Minnesota to actu 
settlers at the maximum price of $1,25 pe 
acre. Wo sold and gave away in 1853— 
'54, 23,000,000 ol acres- 
Wo sold at 


nominal sum during the past year 15,000 
000 acres, and gave away to States an 
individuals property enough to make goo 
tne enormous i|uumuy 01 ju,uuu,uv» o 
acres. At this rote how long will our twc 
or three hundred millions ol available pub 
lie linds supply the demand for tho purpos 
of settlement, to say nothing of the oxigen 
cies of the Treasury in time of war or o 
financial distress. In Minnesota, which has

this season have heon reduced from four to 
one million ol acres. Tho lands canno 
b j surveyed as fast as Congress gives them 
away.
